This  correspondence  Is  In  response  to  a  letter  received  from  your  otflce 
dated  3  January  1992  requesting  final  report  for  above-mentioned  HIPR  number. 
Attached  IS  a  flhal  report  format  similar  to  previous  quarterly  report 
fdriOatS  which  have  been  Submitted  for  this  project.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  undersigned  has  been  the  principal  Investigator  for  this  project  only 
from  Is  August  1991  tiii'ough  31  December  1991,  and  the  attached  report  covers 
that  Interval  period.  Previous  to  that  time,  the  principal  investigator  was 
Major  Craig  Smith  who  had  submitted  previous  quarterly  reports,  it  Is 
apparent  that  previous. work  on  this  project  prior  to  IS  August  1991  was 
conducted  In  a  Sporadic  manner  largely  due  to  the  deployment  of  Major  Smith 
for  Operation  Desert  storm.  The  undersigned  was  approached  by  personnel  irom 
the  Department  of  Clinical  Investigation  and  the  Infectious  Disease  Service, 
Department  of  Medicine,  Brooke  Army  Medical  Center,  In  late  summer  1991  with 
a  request  that  1  assume  the  principal  Investigator  position  for  this  project 
of  which  I  have  agreed  to  do. 

MlPR  No,  9tJHMU581  bears  significant  similarity  to  previous  work  which  I  have 
conducted.  The  most  recent  publication  regarding  this  work  was  published  In 
the  Journal  AIDS  Research  and  Human  Retroviruses,  Volume  6,  No.  4,  1990. 

This  title  of  the  work  was  "Production  of  Tumor  Necrosis  Factor-Alpha  and 
Interleukin  1  by  Alveolar  Macrophages  from  HlV-Infected  Persons".  This  work 
was  conducted  under  approved  Clinical  Investigation  Protocol  C-64-87  on  file 
at  the  Srooke  Army  Medical  Center. 

Froel  a  Scientific  viewpoint,  two  patients  have  been  currently  enrolled  In 
this  Study  during  the  Interval  period  15  August  1991  to  31  December  1991. 

The  Initial  data  regarding  these  two  patients  was  Included  In  presentation 
Involving  other  work  at  the  Eighth  Army  Regional  Subspeclalty  Meeting  of  the 
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AineHc^fi  CotleQe  of  Physicians,  in  San  Francisco,  California,  on  26  October 
1^9ii  Although  the  data  on  these  two  patients  is  inadequate  for  complete 
CyltUltiorti  It  does  appear  that  the  peripheral  monocyte  production  of  TNF- 
Atpha  appears  to  be  increased  in  patients  with  tuberculosis.  It  Is  Important 
that  the  production  of  the  liytokines  in  human  tuberculosis  be  also  evaluated 
ift  the  particular  subset  Mith  human  tuberculosis  as  well  as  HIV  infection. 
Ort^oihg  work  1H  this  area  as  per  other  protocols  continues. 

With  fegard  to  expenditures,  during  the  interval  period  of  IS  August  1991  to  ■ 
31  UecembeF  1991  a  total  of  (12,3li.Ul  was  Spent.  This  is  broken  down  Into 
$71879.31  fob  expendable  supplies  and  $4,431.70  for  equipment.  The  three 
pieces  of  equipment  that  were  purchased  Included  an  Olympus  Inverted 
aiicroScopet  a  power  supply  for  same,  and  a  GNA-lOO  gel  applicator  apparatus, 
these  Supplies  and  equipment  are  being  used  in  ongoing  work  Involving  project 
90HM0S8l.  Although  no  specific  publications  regarding  this  particular 
project  have  yet  evolved,  we  anticipate  that  continued  work  In  this  area  will 
produce  meaningfut  results.
